population, fell conpidersbly. From 1420621 to 1922-23, the value con-

For the year ended June 59th 1923, the aleoholic drink bill of 
the State waa eatimated to be not leoe than £2,541,279 eGunl 60 “4=019<9 
per inhabitant, compared with 62,482,939 or 24.189 per inhabitant for 
the provious year and <1,289,119 or £2-17~7 per inhabitant in 1914+15. 

The Guentities eonsumed per inhabitant for the year Lye@ze23 were 
Beer 10.59 (10.97) galle, Spirite «34 (.31) pf. galis., compured with 
the yoar 1914.15 - Beer 12619 gslls., Spirite .48 pf. galls. the 
songumption of Vine hae been estimated each year at e75 gall#. per 
inhabitant. 

In 1922 there were 3,704 (3,443) convictions for drunkenness 
equalltng 7244 (6.92) per 1,000 of the mean population. Thin is a
